“In many cases pardons were 
granted by the chief executive with- 
out any request to the parole 
board . for its opinion on the 
merits of the case and without no- 
tice to the prroratiscons eset Dis- 
trict Attorney or Justice, as pro- 
vided by law. 

“In other cases, such pardons of 
persons guilty of most. serious 
crimes have been granted against
